TO THEIR EXCELLENCIES THE LORDS JUSTICES 
AND GENERAL GOVERNORS OE IRELAND. 


May it Please your Excellencies , 

I respectfully beg to submit my Report, under the direction 
of the Eight Honourable the Master of the Rolls, and pursuant 
to the '24th section of the Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, 
on the proceedings had during the year 1915 in connexion with 
the Public Records of Ireland. 

1. The work of this Department continues to be seriously 
affected by the war. Several members of the Staff, with the 
consent of the Master of the Rolls, joined his Majesty’s Forces 
until the termination of the war, and the places of absent mem- 
bers will be kept open for them until they retire from such 
military service. 

Others applied for permission to enlist, but they could not be 
spared as their absence would cripple the resources of the Office. 

•2. Out of seven Class I. clerks, two joined His Majesty’s 
Forces : Mr. Harold Thorp enlisted in the Royal Army Medical 
Corps and Mr. G. S. Robertson in the Royal Scots Regiment. 
Out of seven Supplementary clerks. Mr. James L. .T. Hughes 
obtained a temporary commission in the Cheshire Regiment 
and Mr. M. F. Duggan joined the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. Air. 
James 0. Nicolson, a workman searcher, served with the 
Irish Guards and was promoted to be Acting- Sergeant. 

3. Mr. Nicolson was wounded at Ricliebourg-l’avoue on 
18th May, 1915 : oil his recovery he rejoined his Regiment 
without delay. 
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4 I regret to have to report the death of Mr. G « lfobert- 
sou • he was killed in France on '29th September, lflla. He 
tvas born in the year 1892, and graduated at Exeter College, 
Gvfnnl in 1914 ’ After the competitive examination tor Class 
f cieik hii iniaii he was assigned to fill a vacant post in 
this office, but he obtained a temporary commission in the 
Anny before he could take up his duties here, and subsequently 
he Is promoted to be a temporary captain This Departmen 
has lost 1 an officer of promise and Ins early death at the age ot 
twenty-three years is much to be regretted.
